To  the  Chairman  and  the  Members  of  the  Macclesfield 

Rural  District  Council. 

Mi*.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
Report  upon  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  of 
Macclesfield  for  the  year  1921. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Minister  of 
Health  considerable  changes  in  this  and  subsequent  reports 
are  called  for  with  a  view  to  lessening  the  work  needed  and 
the  cost  of  printing.  It  is  proposed  that  a  full  and  detailed 
Report  shall  normally  be  made  at  intervals  of  not  more  than 
five  years,  .and  that  in  other  years  a  Report  of  a  more  simple 
character  shall  be  furnished.  The  present  Report  is  based 
therefore  upon  this  instruction, — many  of  the  details  usually 
given  being  omitted. 

Particulars  regarding  the  area  and  circumstances  of  the 
year,  in f  regard  to  matters  specified  are  given  in  an  appendix. 
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Vital  Statistics . — The  population  of  the  Macclesfield 
Rural  District  at  the  Census  of  19th  June,  1921,  was  17047. 
The  Registrar  General's  figures  for  the  purpose  of  adjustment 
of  the  distribution  of  the  non-resident  population  in  certain 
areas  are  given  as  17,000  for  the  mid  year,  and  these  are  used 
in  connection  with  the  statistics  of  births  and  deaths. 

Births. — The  total  number  of  Births  notified  by  Registrars 
during  the  year  was  :  Males,  182,  of  whom  2  were  illegitimate, 
Females,  127,  of  whom  4  were  illegitimate,  making  a  total  of 
259.  The  Registrar  General's  figures  were  Males,  141,  of  whom 
8  were  illegitimate,  Females,  180,  of  whom  5  were  illegitimate, 
making  a  total  of  271— an  increase  of  12  upon  the  locally 
compiled  returns.  I  am  unable  to  explain  this  discrepancy. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  district  with  these  higher  figures 
is  15*94 — a  decrease  of  8*79  per  1,000  compared  with  1920. 
Some  of  this  decrease  is  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
the  reckoning  last  year  was  based  upon  an  estimated  population 
of  15,794,  instead  of  the  present  figures. 

Deaths.  -  The  gross  total  Deaths  registered  within  the 
district  during  1921  amounted  to  170,  from  which  have  to  be 
deducted  12  deaths  of  non-residents,  and  to  which  80  deaths  of 
residents  -  not  registered  in  the  district— have  to  be  added  : 
thus  giving  a  total  nett  number  of  Deaths  of  all  ages  for  the 
year  of  IBS.  The  Registrar  General’s  returns  show  187,  but 
this  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  exclusion  of  one  death  which, 
although  registered  in  January,  1921,  actually  occurred  on 
81st  December,  1920. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  11*00,  a  slight  reduction 
upon  the  previous  year, 
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The  principal  causes  of  Death  are  set  out  in  the  Appendix. 
As  there  are  slight  disagreements  in  the  figures,  I  have  given 
both  the  Registrar  General’s  returns  and  those  obtained  locally. 
It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  former  2  deaths  are  attributed  to 
Encephalitis  Lethargiea.  Only  1  case  of  this  disease  was 
notified  to  me  and  only  1  death  was  registered. 

Eighteen  deaths  were  registered  in  children  under  one 
year,  8  of  these  being  less  than  one  week  old  One  death  of 
an  illegitimate  child  occurred  and  two  other  cases  -  concerning 
whom  nothing  was  known — formed  the  subject  of  a  Coroner’s 
Inquiry. 


Inquests— -During  the  year  17  Inquests  were  held  in  the 
district,  8  of  these  being  upon  non-residents.  The  verdicts

It  will  be  noted  that  more  than  half  the  number  of  cases 
occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  The  age  incidence  is 
given  in  a  table  in  the  appendix,  in  accordance  with  the 
circular  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 


Scarlet  Fever.— In  common  with  many  other  areas,  this 
district  has  suffered  from  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  this  disease,  70  cases  having  been  notified,  8  of  whom 
died.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  14  townships  were 
involved,  but  the  heaviest  incidence  fell  upon  Poynton  w^here 
34  cases  occurred.  The  majority  of  these  were  in  children  of

school  age,  and  many  were  doubtless  infected  by  a  case  which 
was  so  mild  in  its  characteristics  that  the  true  nature  of  the 
illness  was  not  realized  till  ‘peeling8  took  place.  There  are 
several  instances  of  ‘return’  cases,  i.e.  where  another  member 
of  a  family  becomes  infected  on  the  return  of  a  patient  from 
Hospital  to  all  appearances  free  from  infection.  The  occurr- 
ence  of  such  cases  make  a  revision  of  our  views  upon  the  period 
of  infectivity  of  Scarlet  Fever  necessary,  for  it  is  clear  that 
many  convalescents  from  the  disease  harbour  the  germs 
continually  or  intermittently  long  after  they  are  considered  to 
be  in  normal  health.  The  following  table  shows  the  incid¬ 
ence  of  the  disease  throughout  the  year  in  the  various  townships, 
while  further  details  will  be  found  in  the  appendix.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.— Three  eases  of  this  disease 
were  notified  from  the  township  of  Marton  in  children  aged  2 
days,  8  days,  and  2  weeks  respectively. 
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Tuberculosis,  —  It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  a  consider- 
able  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year.  This  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
cases— chiefly  of  surgical  tuberculosis— received  at  the  Aneoats 
Auxiliary  Hospital,  Great  Warford,  for  convalescent  treatment, 
are  now,  under  the  instruction  of  the  Minister  of  Health, 
notified  to  me,  although  they  are  not  actually  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  occurring  within  the  district  but  come  mainly  from 
Manchester.  Apart  from  these,  there  were  notified  by  Medical 
Practitioners  7  cases  of  pulmonary  and  B  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  while  4  notifications  were  received 
from  Medical  Officers  of  Sanitoria.  Twelve  deaths  occurred 
during  the  year  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  for  8  of  which 
notifications  were  received.  Of  the  others  2  were  transferred 
to  this  district  on  death  occurring,  although  they  had  not  resided 
in  it  for  several  years,  while  the  other  2  had  only  resided  for  a 
very  short  time — in  one  case  a  few  days  only— prior  to  their 
deaths. 

Hospitals  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority.™—  The  Hospital 
accommodation  available  for  Infectious  Diseases  consists  of  %  — 

(a)  Fourteen  beds  at  the  Macclesfield  Corporation  Isolation 

Hospital  for  ordinary  cases, 

(b)  Two  beds  in  ths  Hyde  Corporation  Smallpox  Hospital 

for  cases  of  Smallpox,  with  further  provision  if 
necessary. 

Laboratory  Work , — Under  provisions  made  with  the 
Clinical  Research  Association,  84  specimens  were  submitted 
for  examination  during  the  year.  These  comprised  6  specimens 
of  sputum,  1  of  which  was  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli 
and  28  throat  swabs,  5  of  which  contained  the  Bacilli  of 
Diphtheria, 
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Sanitary  Administration. —A  tabular  summary  of  the 
work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  during  the  year  is  given  in 
the  appendix,  together  with  details  required  by  the  Cheshire 
County  Council. 

Public  Health  Staff \ — The  Staff  concerned  in  the  Public 
Health  administration  consist  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
who  is  a  part  time  officer ;  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  who 
supervises  the  Council’s  Water  Undertakings  and  Waterworks, 
and  the  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  ;  and  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  who  carries  out  the  duties  as  defined  in  the  Local 
Government  Board’s  General  Order,  December,  1910,  and 
those  of  Inspector  of  Housing,  etc. 

Housing  — During  the  year  55  new  houses  were  erected,  28 
of  these  being  part  of  the  Housing  Scheme,  A  summary  of 
the  work  of  housing  inspection  is  appended.
